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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  1973  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  MARYLAND 


I.  POPULATION 

The  population  living  in  Maryland  was  estimated  to  be  4,073,940  as  of 
July  1,  1973.     Since  the  1970  census  the  State  total  has  increased  by 
about  152,000,  or  approximately  3.9  percent.     This  was  somewhat  higher 
than  the  growth  rate  of  3.3  percent  for  the  nation  as  a  whole  during 
the  same  period.* 

The  two  factors  responsible  for  the  population  growth,  natural  increase 
(the  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  and  net  migration,  have  both  dropped 
in  the  1970 's  to  levels  well  below  their  average  annual  numbers  during 
the  1960's.     During  the  decade  between  the  1960  and  1970  censuses  the 
average  annual  natural  increase  in  Maryland  came  to  about  44,000  while 
the  gain  thru  in-migration  was  approximately  38,000.     Between  April  1, 
1970  and  July  1,  1973  the  average  annual  natural  increase  fell  to  30,000, 
reflecting  the  continuing  decline  in  fertility  of  recent  years.  The 
natural  increase  plunged    between  1970  and  1973,  from  over  36,000  to 
less  than  21,000  (See  figure  1) .     Over  the  three  and  one  quarter  year 
period  following  the  1970  census  the  net  inward  movement  -  the  excess 
of  those  moving  into  the  State  over  those  moving  out  -  declined  even 
more  sharply,  to  an  annual  average  of  17,000. 

About  83  percent  of  the  State's  residents  were  in  the  two  metropolitan 
areas.     The  Baltimore  Metropolitan  Area  -  composed  of  Baltimore  City  and 
the  nearby  counties  of  Anne  Arundel,  Baltimore,  Carroll,  Harford,  and 
Howard  -  contained  2,114,230  persons  in  1973.     The  National  Capital  Area  - 
consisting  of  two  suburban  counties,  Montgomery  and  Prince  George's 
showed  a  population  of  1,261,050  in  1973. 

The  three  non-metropolitan  regions  of  the  State  -  Northwestern  Maryland, 
Southern  Maryland,  and  the  Eastern  Shore  -  contained  17  percent  of  the 
State's  population  in  1973.     The  1973  estimate  for  Northwestern  Maryland  - 
the  four  counties  of  Garrett,  Allegany,  Washington,  and  Frederick  -  was 
302,400.     The  estimate  for  the  three  counties  of  Southern  Maryland  - 
Calvert,  Charles,  and  St.  Mary's  -  was  130,200.     The  estimate  for  the 
Eastern  Shore,  which  comprises  the  nine  counties  lying  east  of  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay  and  the  Susquehanna  River,  was  266,060. 

Population  growth  in  Maryland  metropolitan  areas  since  1970  has  slowed 
down  to  less  than  the  rate  in  non-metropolitan  territory.     The  two 
metropolitan  areas  experienced  a  combined  gain  of  3.7  percent  between 
the  census  and  mid-1973  compared  with  an  increase  of  4.5  percent  for 
the  State's  non-metropolitan  regions.     By  contrast,  during  the  decade 
of  the  sixties  growth  in  the  metropolitan  regions   (30  percent)  was 
two  and  a  half  times  that  in  the  residual  areas   (12  percent) .

Since  1960,  in  contrast  to  the  trend  of  the  previous  half  century,  the 
nonwhite  population  of  Maryland,  which  is  primarily  Negro,  has  increased 
more  rapidly  than  has  the  white  population.     As  a  result,  the  nonwhite 
proportion  of  the  State  population  has  moved  up  from  17.0  percent  in 
1960  to  20.3  percent  in  1973.     Both  higher  birth  rates  and  higher  net 
in-migration  rates  among  nonwhites  contributed  to  this  change.  The 
nonwhite  population  growth  has  been  unevenly  distributed  throughout 
the  State.     Most  of  it  has  occurred  in  Baltimore  City  (an  area  whose 
total  population  has  been  declining  since  1950)  and  in  the  National 
Capital  Area.     Nonwhites  comprised  35.0  percent  of  Baltimore  City's 
total  population  in  1960  and  50.5  percent  in  1973.     In  the  National 
Capital  Area,  the  nonwhite  proportion  of  the  total  population  climbed 
from  6.6  percent  in  1960  to  16.1  percent  in  1973.     On  the  other  hand, 
in  the  counties  which  are  considered  suburbs  of  Baltimore  City  (Anne 
Arundel,  Baltimore,  Carroll,  Howard,  and  Harford)   the  nonwhite  pro- 
portion has  become  slightly  smaller,  declining  from  7.2  percent  of  the 
total  in  1960  to  7.1  percent  in  1973. 

Changes  in  the  age  structure  of  Maryland's  population  during  the  1970 's 
have  reflected  the  marked  downswing  in  births  that  started  in  1965. 
Between  1970  and  1973  the  population  under  five  years  of  age  (the  pre- 
school age)  declined  by  7.8  percent,  continuing  the  trend  that  first 
showed  up  between  the  1960  and  1970  censuses  when  the  number  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  decreased  by  6.1  percent.     The  dip  of  almost 
1  percent  in  the  size  of  the  population  aged  5  to  17  years  in  the  years 
1970-1973  represents  a  reversal  in  the  trend  between  1960  and  1970  when 
persons  in  this  age  group  increased  in  number  by  nearly  35  percent. 

BIRTHS 

A.  Trend 

In  1973  the  number  of  births  to  Maryland  residents  declined  to  53,642, 
about  eight  percent  less  than  the  58,310  reported  in  1972.     The  level 
of  births  fell  to  the  smallest  number  since  1946.     During  the  period 
from  1956  through  1966  the  number  of  births  to  Maryland  residents 
annually  exceeded  70,000  and  as  recently  as  1970  the  total  was  above 
69,000. 

Maryland's  crude  birth  rate  fell  to  13.2  per  1,000  population  in  1973, 
about  8  percent  below  the  rate  in  1972.     The  1973  rate  was  the  lowest 
ever  observed.     The  crude  birth  rate  in  the  State  has  steadily  declined 
in  recent  years.     Between  1965  and  1970  the  rate  fell  by  16  percent 
while  in  the  interval  from  1970  to  1973  a  decrease  of  25  percent  occurred. 

Nationally,  there  has  also  been  a  downward  trend  although  not  as  marked 
as  in  Maryland.     The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  United  States  decreased 
only  by  5  percent  between  1965  and  1970,  and  by  19  percent  between  1970 
and  1973.     Data  for  the  United  States  show  the  birth  rate  declined  in  all 
but  2  of  the  50  states  between  1972  and  1973.     Within  Maryland  there  were 
lower  rates  in  every  one  of  the  State's  24  political  subdivisions.  Crude 
birth  rates  in  all  but  one  county  (Cecil)   in  1973  set  record  lows. 
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For  Maryland  as  a  whole  the  relatively  large  number  of  youth  ensure  that 
even  if  the  current  small  family  size  patterns  remain  constant  in  the 
future,  the  resulting  births  will  continue  to  exceed  deaths  through  the 
end  of  this  century.     However,  in  six  counties  with  relatively  older 
populations,   five  on  the  Eastern  Shore,    (Somerset,  Dorchester,  Talbot, 
Queen  Annes,  Caroline)   and  Allegany  County  there  were  fewer  births  than 
deaths  in  1973.     In  Somerset  and  Talbot  counties  deaths  have  exceeded 
births  during  most  years  since  1967. 

B.     Birth  Order 

In  1973  the  item  on  previous  pregnancies  appearing  on  the  Maryland  cer- 
tificate of  live  birth  was  changed.     A  query  on  the  number  of  pregnancies 
not  resulting  in  a  live  birth  replaced  the  question  on  the  number  of 
stillbirths     (born  dead  after  20  weeks  pregnancy)   that  had  appeared  for 
many  years.     This  certificate  revision  necessitated  a  change  in  the 
manner  of  computing  birth  order  statistics  for  Maryland,  since  the  tra- 
ditional method  had  been  based  on  summing  the  current  live  birth,  previous 
live  births  and  previous  stillbirths.     Effective  with  the  1973  data  birth 
order  refers  only  to  the  number  of  children  born  alive  to  the  mother.  The 
change  results  in  very  minor  disparity  compared  with  data  calculated  for 
previous  years,  and  makes  Maryland  birth  order  statistics  consistent  with 
those  published  on  the  national  level  and  by  other  states. 

Birth  order  statistics  are  extremely  useful  in  understanding  the  recent 
downslide  in  fertility.     As  will  be  seen  in  the  accompanying  table  (in 
which  birth  order  statistics  for  the  years  prior  to  1973  have  been  recal- 
culated according  to  the  present  definition)  in  each  of  the  years  since 
1970  births  have  declined  at  every  order.     The  declines,  however,  have 
been  greatest  at  the  highest  birth  orders.     While  the  number  of  Maryland 
women  having  first  and  second  births  dropped  by  almost  15  percent  between 
1970  and  1973,  those  having  third  births  fell  by  32  percent  and  those 
having  sixth  and  higher  order  births  decreased  by  54  percent.

As  a  result  of  the  pronounced  movement  towards  smaller  family  size  in  the 
past  decade  a  very  sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  births  that  are  of  higher 
birth  orders  has  occurred.     In  1963  over  23,000  live  births  were  delivered 
to  Maryland  women  who  had  already  borne  three  or  more  children.     By  1973 
the  figure  had  plummeted  down  to  fewer  than  6,000  births  (See  figure  2). 

C.  Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  to  Maryland  residents  rose  annually  from 
1962   (the  first  year  since  the  1930 's  for  which  information  is  available) 
through  1970,  climbing  from  7,486  to  10,116  in  this  period.     Since  1970 
this  trend  has  been  reversed;  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  since 
fallen  by  10  percent  to  9,068  in  1973. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  United  States  doubled  between  1942 
and  1956,  then  redoubled  between  1956  and  1970.     Percent  studies  have  shown 
that  legal  abortion  has  had  a  significant  impact  on  the  trend  since  then. 
In  New  York  City,  as  in  the  nation,  the  number  of  out-of-wedlock  births  in- 
creased consistently  every  year  from  1956  through  1970   (also  more  than 
doubling  during  this  period) .     After  medically  safe  abortion  was  made  avail- 
able to  all  women  (in  1970)   the  number  of  illegitimate  births  dropped;  the 
figure  in  1973  was  11  percent  lower  than  that  in  1970.*    A  similar  study  for 
California  indicated  that  after  legal  abortion  services  became  generally 
available  to  women  throughout  the  state  illegitimate  births  declined,  falling 
by  12  percent  between  1970  and  1972.**    In  most  areas  of  the  nation,  however, 
legal  abortion  services  were  still  not  available,  and  nationally  in  1973  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  estimated  to  have  attained  a  new  peak. 

In  1973,  16.9  percent  of  all  infants  born  to  Maryland  residents  were  illegit- 
imate, compared  with  16.2  percent  in  1972  and  10.0  percent  in  1963.  Among 
white  births  5.5  percent  were  illegitimate  in  1973,  compared  with  48.4  percent 
among  nonwhite  births. 

D.  Hospitalization  at  Birth 

In  1973,  the  proportion  of  children  born  in  a  hospital  approached  closer  to 
universality  than  ever  before:     99.6  percent  of  all  live  births  to  Maryland 
residents  were  delivered  in  hospitals.     Nationally,  99.3  percent  of  all 
births  took  place  in  hospitals.     Of  the  223  Maryland  births  taking  place 
outside  hospitals  in  1973,  170  were  delivered  by  physicians. 

There  are  major  military  bases  in  Anne  Arundel,  Cecil,  Harford,  Prince 
Georges,  and  St.  Marys  Counties.     Approximately  6  percent  of  all  deliveries 
to  Maryland  residents  occurred  in  military  hospitals,  mainly  to  residents  of 
these  five  counties.

E.     Low  Birth  Weight 


Because  of  the  relative  ease  of  collection,  birth  weight  data  have  been 
widely  used  over  the  years  as  an  indication  of  maturity.     Infants  weighing 
2500  grams   (5  1/2  pounds)  or  less  have  traditionally  been  classified  as 
"premature"  and  those  weighing  2501  grams  or  more  have  been  classified 
as  "mature". 

With  growing  medical  interest  in  infants  born  before  term,  combined 
with  more  sophistication  in  data  collection  and  analysis  as  regards 
gestational  age,  the  term  "low  birth  weight"  rather  than  "premature" 
has  come  into  increasing  usage,  to  designate  infants  with  birth  weights 
of  2500  grams  or  less.     The  new  terminology  was  first  used  in  Maryland's 
statistical  reports  in  1968. 

In  1973,  6.1  percent  of  live  births  of  white  Maryland  residents  were  in 
the  low  birth  weight  category,  the  second  lowest  percentage  observed  in 
the  two  and  one  half  decades  such  data  have  been  collected.     The  corre- 
sponding figure  for  nonwhite  births  was  12.3  percent,  the  lowest  since  1952. 
In  1972,    (for  the  first  time)    and  in  1973    the  proportions  of  low  weight 
births  born  to  both  white  and  nonwhite  Maryland  mothers  were  smaller  than 
the  comparable  figures  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  incidence  of  low  weight  births  is  much  greater  in  multiple  than  in 
single  deliveries.     More  than  half  of  all  plural  births  in  1973  weighed 
2,500  grams  or  less. 

F.     Length  of  Pregnancy 

Duration  of  pregnancy  is  commonly  recognized  as  an  important  factor  in 
infant  survival,  and  attention  generally  focuses  on  early  deliveries, 
a  high-risk,  group.     For  statistical  purposes  the  recommended  method  for 
estimating  the  duration  of  pregnancy  is  to  determine  the  interval  in 
completed  weeks  from  the  first  day  of  the  mother's  last  normal  menstrual 
period  to  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  infant.     This  method  results  in  an 
interval  determination  that  is  greater  than  one  calculated  from  the 
presumed  date  of  conception. 

In  1973,  delivery  occurred  prior  to  36  weeks  gestation  (calculated  from 
the  first  day  of  the  last  menstrual  period)   for  5.2  percent  of  white 
births  and  12.3  percent  of  nonwhite  births  for  which  length  of  pregnancy 
was  reported.     A  much  larger  proportion  of  plural  deliveries  than  of 
single  births  are  premature  in  terms  of  length  of  gestation.  Approxi- 
mately one  third  of  white  and  nonwhite  plural  births  were  born  after 
fewer  than  36  weeks  of  gestation. 

A  fairly  close  correlation  clearly  exists  between  length  of  pregnancy 
and  birth  weight  of  the  infant.  In  general,  as  duration  of  pregnancy 
increases  so  does  the  birth  weight. 
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G.     Prenatal  Care 

In  1973,  7  5.5  percent  of  all  Maryland  resident  mothers  appeared  for 
their  first  prenatal  visit  in  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy.  The 
proportion  with  no  prenatal  care  was  only  1.2  percent. 

Fully  81.6  percent  of  all  white  women  began  prenatal  care  during  the 
first  trimester  in  1973,  compared  to  58.8  percent  among  nonwhite 
women.     Nationally  the  proportiongof  infants  born  in  1973  to  white 
and  nonwhite  mothers  beginning  care  during  the  first  trimester  of 
pregnancy  were  74.9  percent  and  52.9  percent,  respectively. 

III.  DEATHS 

A.  Trend 

There  were  33,033  deaths  among  Maryland  residents  during  1973,  about 
one  percent  less  than  the  33,396  reported  for  1972.     The  crude  death 
rate  for  1973  was  8.1  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a  rate  of 
8.2  in  1972. 

After  reaching  a  low  point  of  8.6  per  1,000  population  in  1954,  the 
crude  death  rate  ranged  between  8.9  and  9.2  over  the  succeeding  six 
years.     During  the  years  1961  through  1969,  the  rate  -  with  one 
exception  -  fluctuated  between  8.4  and  8.8.     Since  then  the  rate  has 
ranged  between  8.1  and  8.3. 

B.  Deaths  by  Cause 

The  death  rate  for  most  of  the  leading  causes  of  death  were  lower  in 
Maryland  in  1973  than  1972.     The  greatest  change  was  a  decrease  of  14 
percent  in  the  rate  for  influenza  and  pneumonia,  largely  attributable 
to  the  absence  of  any  significant  outbreak  of  epidemic  influenza.  Other 
leading  causes  of  death  with  rate  decreases  in  excess  of  8  percent  were 
cirrhosis  of  liver,  diabetes  mellitus,  and  certain  causes  of  mortality 
in  early  infancy. 

The  death  rate  for  diseases  of  the  heart,  the  leading  cause  of  death, 
declined  by  a  little  over  1  percent  between  1972  and  1973  while  that 
for  malignant  neoplasms,  in  second  place,  increased  by  2  percent.  The 
rate  for  cerebrovascular  disease,  the  next-ranking  cause  remained  un- 
changed from  the  previous  year.     The  death  rate  for  all  accidents,  the 
fourth  leading  cause,  increased  from  40.3  per  1,000  population  in  1972 
to  40.8  in  1973.     This  was  entire]-/  due  to  an  advance  in  the  death  rate 
for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  the  leading  accident  component,  which  in- 
creased by  10  percent  to  21.1  per  100  000,     The  rate  for  all  other 
accidents  decreased  by  6  percent  to  19.8  per  100,000. 

As  usual,  there  were  no  changes  in  rank  order  among  the  four  principal 

causes  of  death;  however,  the  next  six  leading  causes  all  had  changes 

in  rank  in  1973  compared  with  the  previous  year.     Influenza  and  pneumonia 


dropped  from  fifth  place  in  1972  to  seventh  place  in  1973.  Cirrhosis 
of  liver  and  diabetes  mellitus  each  moved  up  one  place  to  fifth  and 
sixth  respectively.     Homicide  moved  up  to  eighth  place,  trading  places 
with  certain  causes  of  mortality  in  early  infancy,  which  dropped  to 
ninth  place.     Arteriosclerosis  replaced  suicide  in  tenth  place. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  only  one  of  the  ten  leading  causes  of  death 
attained  a  new  high  in  1973:     cancer.     The  death  rate  from  this  cause 
has  markedly  advanced  from  141.6  per  100,000  in  1960  to  164.4  in  1973. 
The  death  rate  for  lung  cancer  has  soared  during  this  same  time  span , 
climbing  in  all  but  two  years  of  this  period  (See  figure  3) . 

C.  Deaths  by  Age  and  Race 

In  general,  declines  in  the  age-specific  death  rates  for  Maryland  in 
the  1970' s  have  been  most  pronounced  at  the  youngest  ages.     Rates  for 
the  age  groups  under  one  year  and  1-4  years  experienced  decreases 
exceeding  20  percent  between  1970  and  1973.     The  death  rate  for  non- 
whites  in  these  age  groups  fell  by  roughly  30  percent  during  this  period 
while  for  whites  the  declines  were  more  than  15  percent.     The  death  rates 
for  both  whites  and  nonwhites  in  the  age  group  18-44  years  dropped  by 
more  than  10  percent  between  1970  and  1973. 

D.  Infant  Deaths 

The  infant  mortality  rate  in  Maryland  for  1973  was  15.8  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births.     This  was  the  lowest  rate  ever 
recorded  in  the  State  and  represents  a  decrease  of  four  percent  from 
the  rate  in  1972,  which  had  been  the  previous  low. 

After  a  lengthy  hiatus,  the  marked  downward  trend  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  in  the  United  States,  which  characterized  the  first 
half  of  the  twentieth  century,  was  resumed  in  the  late  1960 's.  In 
Maryland  the  infant  mortality  rate  decreased  by  57  percent  between 
1935  and  1950,  but  only  by  6  percent  in  the  succeeding  fifteen-year 
span,   1950  to  1965.     In  the  eight  years  since  1965  the  rate  has  fallen 
by  36  percent. 

Prior  to  1965  infant  mortality  rates  generally  were  higher  in  Maryland 
than  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole.     Since  then  the  rate  for  the 
State  has  shown  proportionately  greater  decline  than  the  national 
average:     in  1973  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  Maryland  was  11  percent 
below  that  for  the  United  States.     On  a  race-specific  basis,  the 
comparison  is  particularly  striking;  for  whites  the  infant  mortality 
rate  in  Maryland  in  1973  was  12  percent  less  than  the  comparable  United 
States  figure,  for  nonwhites  it  w&s  19  percent  lower. 


MARRIAGES 


A.  Trend 

In  1973,  there  were  48,168  marriages  performed  in  Maryland,  a  decrease 
of  almost  1,800  from  the  number  recorded  the  previous  year.     This  was 
the  fourth  consecutive  year  in  which  the  number  of  marriages  dropped 
in  Maryland  while  increasing  nationally. 

The  declining  number  of  marriages  in  Maryland,  which  is  in  contrast 
to  the  national  pattern,  may  reflect  the  liberalization  of  the  State's 
abortion  law  in  the  late  1960's.     "Forced"  marriages  undoubtedly  have 
decreased  in  number  as  steadily  increasing  proportions  of  single  women 
have  chosen  to  terminate  their  pregnancies  legally  through  abortion.* 
As  a  result  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  in  early  1973  removing 
nearly  all  statutory  barriers  to  abortion  it  may  be  anticipated  that 
the  trend  in  the  level  of  marriages  for  the  nation  will  soon  be  reversed. 

The  record  high  yearly  marriage  totals  in  Maryland  were  attained  in 
the  late  1940' s,  immediately  following  World  War  II.     The  lowest  level 
for  the  period  since  1940  was  reached  during  the  years  1958-1963,  when 
the  number  of  marriages  was  relatively  constant  at  about  40,000  a  year. 
After  1963  a  sharp  upswing  occurred  and  by  1968  the  figure  had  exceeded 
50,000.     The  rise  reflected  the  increased  proportion  of  the  population 
in  the  peak  ages  for  marriage. 

B.  Resident  Status 

In  31,045  or  64  percent  of  the  marriages  performed  in  the  State  during 
1973,  both  the  bride  and  groom  were  Maryland  residents.     In  addition, 
there  were  3,528  (7  percent)  between  resident  brides  and  nonresident 
grooms,  and  1,526   (3  percent)  between  nonresident  brides  and  resident 
grooms.     Marriages  in  which  both  the  bride  and  groom  were  nonresidents 
of  Maryland  numbered  12,069  in  1973  and  represented  25  percent  of  all 
the  ceremonies  performed.     In  recent  years  this  proportion  has  been 
steadily  declining.     In  1968  marriages  between  two  nonresidents  com- 
prised 33  percent  of  all  the  ceremonies  performed  in  Maryland  and  in 

1963,  39  percent.     Currently  four  counties  -  Cecil,  Washington,  Mont- 
gomery, and  Garrett  -  account  for  more  than  65  percent  of  all  non- 
resident marriages  occurring  in  Maryland 

C.  Civil  and  Religious  Ceremonies 

Civil   (non-religious)   ceremonies  were  performed  in  32  percent  of  all 
Maryland  marriages  during  1973.     This  percentage  ranged  from  a  low  of 
8  percent  in  Dorchester  County  to  a  high  of  67  percent  in  Cecil  County. 
Marriages  performed  by  civil  authorities  became  legal  in  Maryland  in 

1964.  Civil  ceremonies  have  comprised  from  21  to  32  percent  of  all 
marriages  over  the  past  decade.

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D.     Marriages  by  Previous  Marital  Status  and  Age 

As  the  level  of  divorce  has  soared  the  proportion  of  brides  and  grooms 
entering  remarriages  has  concomitantly  mounted  to  record  heights. 
Although  the  total  number  of  marriages  performed  in  Maryland  declined 
between  1968  and  1973,  those  between  divorced  brides  and  divorced 
grooms  climbed  by  38  percent.     In  1973  about  60  percent  of  all  mar- 
riages in  Maryland  were  first  marriages  for  both  the  bride  and  groom. 
Second  or  higher  order  marriages  for  at  least  one  of  the  partners 
represented  40  percent  of  the  total. 

Approximately  71  percent  of  all  brides  and  70  percent  of  all  grooms 
who  married  in  Maryland  in  1973  were  marrying  for  the  first  time. 
The  median  age  at  first  marriage  in  1973  was  20.8  years  for  brides 
and  22.9  years  for  grooms.     The  median  age  has  increased  by  about 
half  a  year  during  the  past  half  decade;  in  1968  the  median  age  for 
women  was  20.4  years  and  for  men  22.4  years. 

About  65  percent  of  all  brides  marrying  for  the  first  time  in  1973 
were  aged  17  through  22  years.     Among  grooms  marrying  for  the  first 
time,  65  percent  were  in  the  age  group  18  through  24  years.     A  majority 
of  women  who  remarried  following  divorce  were  in  the  age  groups  from 
22  to  34  years  while  most  men  were  in  age  groups  from  25  to  39  years. 

DIVORCES 

The  number  of  absolute  divorces  and  annulments  granted  in  Maryland  in 
1973  was  14,145,  an  increase  of  almost  23  percent  over  197  2.     The  change 
was  the  largest  of  the  twelve  successive  annual  increases  since  1961. 
The  1973  figure  is  some  74  percent  higher  than  the  level  five  years 
earlier. 

The  divorce  rate  per  1,000  married  women  was  14.4  in  1973,  the  highest 
ever  recorded  in  the  State  except  for  the  post-World  War  II  year  1946. 
In  recent  decades   the    trend  in  the  divorce  rate  in  Maryland  has  closely 
paralleled  the  national  pattern  but  at  a  somewhat  lower  level  (See 
figure  4) . 

The  State  legislature  passed  a  law  in  1973  that  considerably  shortened 
the  time  period  involved  for  three  of  the  legal  grounds  available  for 
divorce.     Although  the  new  law  did  not  go  into  effect  until  mid-year, 
it  appears  to  be  associated  with  the  sharp  increase  in  divorces  that 
occurred  in  1973.     The  necessary  time  period  for  voluntary  separation, 
Maryland's  version  of  "no-fault"  divoroe ,  and  for  desertion  was  reduced  from 

18  months  to  12  months.     The  requisite  period  for  separation  of  husband  and 

wife   (without  mutual  consent)  wa?  reduced  from  five  years  to  three 

years. 


A  majority  of  all  decrees  in  1973  were  granted  on  the  legal  ground  of 
voluntary  separation  (8,549) ,  and  almost  all  of  the  remainder  gave 
either  desertion  (2,082),  adultery  (1,508)  or  separation  for  three  or 
for  five  years   (1,750)  as  the  legal  reason. 

Among  13,769  divorces  for  which  information  on  the  number  of  children 
under  18  years  of  age  was  recorded,  40  percent  reported  no  children, 
26  percent  one  child,  and  34  percent  two  or  more  children.     Over  16,000 
children  under  the  age  of  18  years  were  involved  in  families  broken  by 
divorce  in  1973. 

The  median  duration  of  marriage  at  divorce  was  8.8  years  in  1973.  The 
median  has  declined  from  9.6  in  1966.     About  17  percent  of  the  termina- 
tions were  of  marriages  of  less  than  four  years,  while  27  percent  were 
of  marriages  of  15  years  or  longer . 

About  37  percent  of  the  husbands  and  about  4  6  percent  of  the  wives  in 
marriages  that  dissolved  in  1973  were  in  their  twenties  at  the  time 
of  divorce.     Approximately  33  percent  of  the  husbands  and  29  percent 
of  the  wives  were  in  their  thirties,  and  the  proportions  were  consid- 
erably smaller  for  successive  age  groups.     The  great  majority  of  hus- 
bands and  wives  who  were  divorced   (84  percent)  had  been  married  only 
once.     Approximately  13  percent  had  been  married  twice,  and  less  than 
3  percent  had  been  married  three  or  more  times . 
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DEFINITIONS  AND  EXPLANATORY  NOTES 

The  data  contained  in  this  report  are  presented  on  a  residence  basis, 

regardless  of  where  the  vital  event  occurred,  unless  specifically  noted 

otherwise.     Information  on  marriages  and  divorces  is  limited  only  to  events 
occurring  in  Maryland. 

I.  DEFINITIONS 

The  definitions  of  some  of  the  more  frequently  used  terms  in  this  report 
are  as  follows: 

A.  Live  BirLh:     The  complete  explusion  or  extraction  from  its  mother  of 

a  product  of  human  conception  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation, 
which,  after  such  separation,  breathes  or  shows  any  other  evidence  of 
life,  such  as  beating  of  the  heart,  pulsation  of  the  umbilical  cord 
or  definite  movement  of  voluntary  muscle,  whether  or  not  the  umbilical 
cord  has  been  cut  or  the  placenta  is  attached. 

B.  Fetal  Death:     Death  prior  to  the  complete  expulsion  or  extraction  from 
its  mother  of  a  product  of  human  conception,  irrespective  of  the  dura- 
tion of  pregnancy;   the  death  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  after  such 
separation,  the  fetus  does  not  breathe  or  show  any  other  evidence  of 
life,  such  as  beating  of  the  heart,  pulsation  of  the  umbilical  cord  or 
definite  movement  of  voluntary  muscles. 

C.  Infant  Death:     Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  age  one. 

D.  Neonatal  Death:     Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  28  days  of  age. 

E.  Perinatal  Death:     Death  occurring  after  20  weeks  of  gestation  but  before 
28  days  after  birth.     The  perinatal  deaths  included  in  this  report  are, 
therefore,  the  sum  of  the  reportable  fetal  deaths   (fetal  deaths  after  20 
weeks  gestation)   and  the  neonatal  deaths. 

F.  Low-weight  Birth:     A  live  birth  weighing  2,500  grams   (5h  pounds)  or  less. 

G.  Length  of  Pregnancy:    A  measure  of  the  duration  of  gestation  in  completed 
weeks,  as  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the  last  normal  menstrual  peri- 
od to  the  date  of  birth. 

H.  Birth  Rate:     Number  of  live  births  per  1,000  population. 

I.  Death  Rate :     Number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  per  1,000  population.  Death 
rates  for  specific  causes  are  per  100,000  population. 

J.     Infant  Death  Rate:     Number  of  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 

K.     Fetal  Death  Rate:     Number  of  reportable  fetal  deaths  per  1,000  total 
births.     Total  births  include  live  births  plus  fetal  deaths  of  twenty 
weeks  gestation  or  more. 


L.     Neonatal  Death  Rate :     Number  of  neonatal  deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 


M.     Perinatal  Death  Rate :     Number  of  perinatal  deaths  per  1,000  total 

births.     Total  births  include  live  births  plus  fetal  deaths  of  twenty 

weeks  gestation  or  more. 

The  definitions  of  terms  A  and  B  are  set  by  law  in  Section  14   (a)  of  Article  43 
of  the  Maryland  Code,   1957  Edition  -  Supplement.     However,  fetal  deaths  are 
reportable  for  filing  purposes  only  if  the  death  occurs  after  a  gestation 
period  of  twenty  completed  weeks  or  more   (Section  21   (a)   of  Article  43  supra) . 
Therefore,  the  fetal  deaths  included  in  this  report  cover  only  those  of  twenty 
or  more  weeks  of  gestation.

EXP  LA  NAT'  )RY  NOTE  C)N  POPULATION  ESTIMATION 

The  population  est  Lmate   for   the  on  I  ire  state  of  Maryland  for  July  1,  1973 
used  in  this  report  corresponds  with  that  published  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census  in  Current  Population  Reports,  Series  P-25,   No.   533  (October, 
1)74).     In  developing  the  estimates  of  population  shown  here  for  each  county 
and  for  Baltimore  City,  an  average  of  the  results  of  two  main  procedures 
was  used. 

Both  ..ire  composite  methods  that  use  available  current  data  series  to  estimate 
the  population  growth  or  decline  since   1970.     Both  methods  are  applied  in 
several  major  steps  to  give  estimates  of  the  population  in  selected  age  groups. 
They  differ  in  that  one  method  makes  use  of  driver  license  data  to  estimate 
the  population  at  ages  18  to  64,  while  the  other  utilizes  data  derived  from 
state  income  tax  returns  to  estimate  the  population  18  and  over.     The  final 
estimates  are,  except  as  noted,  the  average  of  these  methods. 

The  procedures  used  to  estimate  the  population  under  5  years ,  5-17  years  and 
65  years  and  over  are  identical  for  both  methods.     The  population  5-17  years 
of  age  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  school  enrollment  data   (by  age  and  by 
grade)   supplied  by  the  Maryland  State  Department  of  Education.     The  population 
under  5  years  of  age  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  net  migration  rates  for  the 
school  age  population  multiplied  by  a  factor  which  is  then  applied  to  the 
"expected"  population  under  5  years  of  age  on  July  1,  1973.     The  "expected" 
population  consists  of  1970  census  survivors  and  survivors  of  births,  occurring 
between  the  date  of  the  census  and  the  estimate  date.     The  population  65  years 
of  age  and  over  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  data  on  Medicare  enrollments 
supplied  by  the  Social  Security  Administration,  U.S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare.     The  data  are  adjusted  by  the  ratio  between  Medicare 
enrollments  estimated  for  April  1,  1970  and  1970  census  populations  in  the  age 
group  65  and  over. 

In  the  "driver  license  method''' ,  age  and  race  specific  driver  license  statistics 
for  males  obtained  from  the  Maryland  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  are  used  to 
estimate  the  male  population  aged  18  to  64  years  in  several  stages:     18  to  24, 
25  to  34,  etc.     Sex  ratios,  based  on  the  1970  census,  are  used  to  estimate  the 
female  population.     The  aggregate  population  18  to  64  years  old  is  then  adjusted 
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to  a  total  derived  by  subtracting  from  the  Census  Bureau's  statewide  estimate 
for  Maryland  the  population  computed  for  the  age  groups  under  18  years  and  65 
years  and  over. 

In  the  "state  income  tax  return  method",  figures  on  the  number  of  persons 
filing  resident  individual  tax  returns  plus  their  spouses  obtained  from  the 
Income  Tax  Division,  State  of  Maryland  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  are  used 
to  estimate  the  total  population  18  years  of  age  and  over.     This  population 
is  then  adjusted  to  a  total  derived  by  subtracting  from  the  Census  Bureau's 
statewide  estimate  for  Maryland  the  population  previously  computed  for  the 
age  group  under  18  years  of  age.      (The  population  65  and  over  as  previously 
calculated  is  used  for  the  older  ages.) 

Various  adjustments  for  changes  among  "special"  groups  of  persons,  i.e.,  those 
in  institutions,  in  the  armed  forces,  or  spouses  of  members  of  the  armed  forces  are 
are  utilized  in  each  method.     Finally,  the  averaged  estimates  by  political 
subdivision,  age  and  race  are  reviewed  for  consistency  with  the  recent  trends 
and  smoothed  when  appropriate.
